LOOKS LIKE BUSINESS

AT TIE TEMPE BRIDGE

The Permanent Survey Is Nov Being

Made Under Mr. Ryan's Direction.

J. C. Ryan, who will superintend tho
construction of the new Tempo bridge,
tosether with Messrs. Goodman and
Kirkland, is now engaged in making
the permanent survey for the struc-
ture. Asked yesterday just how soon
work would actually be started on the
bridge. Mr. Ryan replied that no actual
construction would be commenced un
til the matt?r of the right-of-w- ay at
both ends of the bridge hud been ar-
ranged. On the nortli side of the river
J. H. Cummlngs holds laud that will be
crossed by the north approach and on
the south side, the land to be crossed
is tlie properly of the M. & P. Rail-
road company. It is not anticipated
that there will be any difficulty in
making the necessary arrangements for
a right-of-w- ay through these two
hieces of land. Just as soon as the
board of control gets around to adjust
this matter with these two parties,
things will be in shape to start.

The plans of the bridge are. not en-
tirely finished but are far enough
along so that the work can be started.
The Tempe bridge will be different
from the Center street bridge In that
the spans will be arched Instead of
square.

It is planned to have the office of
the superintending engineer located in
the corner room of the Hayden house
during the period of construction while
the stockade and bunk houses will be
placed on the north half of the block
across the street next to the Hayden
ditch. The stockade and bunk houses
will be built with a view to accom-
modating as many as a hundred men,
as it Is anticipated that at times dur-
ing the work this many convicts will be
on the job.
